Supply of 
U.S. Sugar 
Is Short 


By JAMES MARUOW 
Washington, Oct. 18 —W)—Sugar 


is tight. Some government officials 
say this situation should begin im- 
proving. Others 
say they don t 


know how long it will prevail. 
There are a number of factors in- 


volved in the shortage. By shortage 
is meant insufficient supplies of re- 
fined sugar to meet demands. 
The squeeze is felt particularly in 


the middle-west. Here are some of 
the factors as outlined by the War 
Food Administration: 
The fruit crop was larger 
than 
last year. There was extra heavy 
demand by housewives for 
sugar 


for canning. 
There was a large production of 


milk last svimmer. More condensed 
milk v/as made. This 
called for 


more sugar. 
Com was short. Sugar was used 


to replace corn sweeteners. 
There was an egg surplus. Sugar 
went into freezing egg yolks for 
confectionery use. 
Last fall's beet sugar crop was 


smaller than usual. 
As the demand piled up the 
stocks o£ beet sugar — which is re- 
fined into granulated 
sugar just 
like pane — went down until by 
Sept. 1 they had reached the low- 
est point since 1935.
